These mysterious messages have perplexed 
the people of Paris, but the plea of illness Is 
not taken too seriously.

Tella of the Colléction: 
“I suppose, in’ fact, I am quite sure,” “he 
said, “ that the colléction which Mr. Squiers 
has come for the most part fromthe palace 
of Yen Li Sen, who at the time’the lega- 
tions were besieged tn ‘Pekin was treasurer 
of the empire. 

“ Yen Li Sen, -who had-been.for a long time 
the Chinese Ambassadbr of Berlin, was 
thoroughly familiar with the powers of the 
Western. world, and he had the courage to 
warn the Empress Dowager that unless the 
legations were released and protected the 
trumpets of foreign armies would be heard 
under the walls of Pekin withina month. He 
even went further than that. 

“When the Empress Dowager issued her 
orders to the Governors of the province to 
kill all the foreigners, it was Yen Li Sen 
who had the courage to change the order 
before it was promulgated so that it became 
@ mandate to protect all the foreigners. He 
had also been active in protecting, as far as 
he could, the foreign religious institutions 
and those connected with them. 

** In fact, so conspicuous were his efforts in 
behalf of the foreigpers that, through the 
influence of Prince Tuan and others about 
the Empress, he was arraigned before her 
Majesty, with the result that by her order 
he was led out and instantly killed. | 

French Bishop Loots Palace. 

“ Now, Yen Li Sen was one of the most ex- 
pert connoisseurs in percelain there was in } 
all China, and his collection of art objects, 
which was worth $300,000 or $400,000, was 
famous. Among those who knewvits value 
was Mar. Favier, the present French Roman 
Catholic Bishop in Pekin. 

“The moment the allied forces captured 
Pekin Bishop Favier made a descent upon 
Yen Li Sen’s palace and completely stripped 
it of the enormously valuable collection of 
art objects, leaving the articles of coarser 
grain and less value. There were complaints 
made agaigst Bishop Favier for his con- 
duct in this instance. ‘ 

“Tf Yen Li Sen had been a Boxer, it was 
argued, the looting of his palace would not 
perhaps have appeared in quite so bad a light. 
But Yen Li Sen, so far from being a Boxer, 
was an enemy to the Boxers and came to 
death simply on account of his efforts to save 
the foreigners and their religious institutions. 

“ All this was pressed home upon Bishop 
Favier sharply, and he went back to France 
saying that when he returned to China he 
would have an explanation to make. He has 
been back in China for. some time now, “ 
no explanation has been forthcoming. 


Squiers Buy the Porcelaigs. 


“Mr. Squiers of our legation in Pekin was 
one of the relief purchasers from Bishop 
‘Pavier of thé articles taken from Yen Li 
Sen's palace, and he bought them, I believe, 
aft so much below their value that the profit 
from them, if they were put upon the market, 
would be large. Another American and two 
Chinamen were engaged with him in getting 
the collection together, which I suppose is 
the collection referred to in the cable dis- 
patches as requiring several railroad cars 
to move. 

“ Minister Conger, who was scrupulous 
about taking anything whatever in all the 
riot of plundering, objected to Mr. Squiers 
making the purchases he did of Yen Li Sen's 
collection, and, in fact, of going into the pur- 
chasing busness in any way, he being a 
member of our diplomatic legation. This, 
however, so far as I know, had no result. . 


Effort to Escape Duty. 

“In November or December of last year 
an effort of some kind was made to get Con- 
gress to admit this Squiers collection into 
the country free of the 60 per cent duty there 
is on such articles. This effort failed. 
 #] suppose if the collection was to reach 
here under the general assumption that it 
was to be presented to the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art there would not be much dif- 
® custom- 
house. 

“If a person were disposed to take advan- 
tage of this opening it is not difficult to see 
how a great deal of morty could be made 

Suppose, for instance, that after 
passing the customi- house only a portion of 
the collection was presented to the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art and that portion per- 
haps far from being the most valuable in 
the collection. When the articles are so 
numerous that it takes several railroad cars 
to haul them a good deal of more or less in-

Escape of McNichols.

After guard and prisoner had had several 
drinks McNichols dashed out of the saloon.

After the escape Denemark hurried to 
State’s Attorney Deneen’s office and told a 
weird story, which he afterwards admitted 
was a fabrication.

Immediately 
‘after he was arrested on the charge of mal- 
feasance in office in allowing a prisoner to es- 
cape.

Long Career as a Thief. 

MeNichols has police record that runs 
as far back as 1890, having been arrested 
many times for robbery and larceny and 
minor offenses. Last November he was 
arrested for a robbery on an Ogden avenue 
car, near Jefferson and Randolph .streets, 
along with Frank Matusek and William Scul- 
known as “Scully de Robber.” 

While the three men were awaiting trial, 
Charles Williard, a juror in the Thomas Bar- 
ry burglary case, accused three men of try- 
ing to bribe him. One of these he identi- 
fied as James O’Connor of 117 North Clark 
«street, who in turn implicated McNichols had 
and Jeremiah Cremin. 

The three were indicted on the charge of 
attempted jury bribing, but in the mean- 
while McNichols had been sentenced to six 
months in the bridewell for his connection 
with the street car robbery.

Harry Kearney Swears He

NAMES ONE “LIGHTFOOT.” 


Details of Crime and Hope 
to Capture Fugitives. 


RECENTLY AT BRIDEWELL. 


Harry Kearney, a prisoner in the Engie- 
wood Police Station, signed a sworn éstate- 
ment yesterday which Captain Haas: and 
Lieutenant Healy believe’ eventually will 
lead to clearing up the mystery that has sur- 
rounded the murder of Herbert. Noyes in 
Cleveland, O., over a year ago. Attorney M. 
Paul Noyes, a brother of the dead mah, 
swore out a fugitive warrant before Justice 
Duggan immediately after Kearney had 
signed the statement, and as soon as requisi- 
tion papers can be obtained Kearney will 
be turned over to the Cleveland authorities. 

In his affidavit Kearney states that two 
men beside himself were concerned in Noyes’ 
death, one of whom he calls “ Lightfoot,” 
and who he says was a prisoner in the bride- 
well with him during July. They waylaid 
Noyes for the purpose of robbing him, Kear- 
ney states, and would not have killed him but 
for the vigorous resistance he made. ~ 


Kearney’s Story of the Murder. 


Kearney states that he came across 
“ Lightfoot” and his companion by chance. 
He describes the killing as follows: 

“I knew what they were going to do—that 
is, I did not know there was any intention 
to kil any one, but I knew they were there 
for no good purpose. I must have remained 
on the opposite side of the street about 
twenty minues after leaving them, when all 
at once I heard the report of a revolver and 
saw them running east in Brie avenue. Be- 
fore this I could see a man waiking west 
toward me, I could see enough of the man 
to know that he was the same man who was 
shot. After the shot was fired two reporters 
were the first on the scene. The man was 
not dead yet, and I heard him say as I 
reached his side: “What has happened?’ I 
then became excited and returned home and 
went to bed.” 

Kearney is a negro who was arrested sev- 
eral days ago on suspicion that he was im- 
plicated in the murder. He recently was re- 
leased from the bridewell, and it is said that 
while celebrating his return to liberty with 
some friends his tongue wagged too freely 
with stories to the effect, that he was a 
**bad’’ man. His allusions to the murder of 
Noyes were made known to the police a few 
days later, and, acting on this clew, they ar- 


tested him. 


Long Questioning Gets Confession. 

Captain Haas and Lieutenant Healy found 
Kearney an unwilling and refractory pris- 
omer when they began to ply him with ques- 
tions. For days they labored with him, but 
not until Monday did he show signs of weak- 
ening. He then intimated that he would give 
up such information as he possessed if as- 
sured of a light sentence. The assurance was 
refused, and finally he was persuaded to tell 
what has been prepared as an affidavit, 

The police think the prisoner's statement 
ming knowledge 
conflicting s es and his see 
of details in the case. 

Captain Haas has high hopes of apprehend- 
ing the man whom Kearney calls “ Light- 
foot.” Kearney declares that this man 
threatened him should he reveal any part of 
the circumstances surrounding the death of 
Noyes. 

“If you ever tell wihst Vio 
you to the chair,” was the written notice, 
which, .Kearney says, was conveyed to him 
in violation of the prison rules, 


‘Story of the Crime. 

Herbert Noyes was a young broker when 
he went to Cleveland in 1897 to accept the 
management of the Cleveland branch of the 
Chicago house of J. T. Harris & Co. He had 
attended a concert at the Grand 
with Mrs. 8. C. Smith and her daughter on 
the night of May 24, 1900. After the con- 
cert Noyes started to walk home in Euclid 
avenue, and was shot in the back of the 
head ore he had gone 100 yards from the 
armory. The Cleveland police tried in vain 


‘to clear up the mystery. Robbery was re- 


jected as a thedry, because a large sum of 
money was found in Noyes’ pockets. < 


Cleveland Police Suspicious. 

Cleveland, O., Sept. 3.—The police here are 
inclined to doubt the truthfulness of the con- 
fession of Henry Kearney, held by the Chi- 
cago police on suspicion that he was con- 
nected with the murder of Herbert Noyes, itn 
this city. 

Captain Lohr believes Kearney is the man 
who was arrested some months ago in Toledo 
under the name of Collins, and who told a 
story similar to Kearney’s. | 

Lieutenant Parker left for Chicago this 
evening to investigate the case. 


Cleveland Policeman Is Coming. 

Cleveland, O., Sept. 3.—[Special.]—Police 
Lieutenant Parker left tonight for Chicago to 
investigate the arrest of the man who is sus- 
pected of complicity in the murder of Her- 
bert J. Noyes. Captain Lohr, who did 
considerable work on the Noyes case, was 
inclined to doubt the truth of the confes- 
sion of the man arrested in Chicago. 

“JT don’t know any one by the name of 
Kearney or ‘ Lightfoot,’” said he, ** but I 
think the man who has been arrested is a 
fellow who went by the name of Collins who 
was arrested in Toledo two months ago. 

“While in the workhouse he told a story 
that he knew one of the men who killed 
Noyes. We made a thorough investigation 
of the story, but found that he was lying.”

 Btory of ‘Slow Poisoning. 
“ Anthony Gorski, who ded in the hospi- 


| tal,”’ declared the witness, “ told me on his 


dying bed that he had been slowly poisoned 
to death. The dying man begged me to save 
him and made me promise if ‘he died to see 
that Bishop Kozlowski was puntshed. — 

“He said that Kozlowski owed him a note 
of $600, money which he had loaned to the 
Bishop. I saw the note and it was signed 
by the Bishop. He told me that the Bishop 
was trying to get rid of him in order to 
evade being compelled to pay the note.” 

Being asked im regard to the charges of 
a witness at a previous hearing that he had 
offered $400 for the murder of the Bishop, 
Dr. Slominski entered ‘a. denial. 

“Why, Lewandowski, the witness who. 
charged me with that crime,” said the doc- 
tor, “would have done anything. Bishop 
Kozlowski told me himself that Lewandow- 


ski would do anything, and that he was a 


valuable man to have around. Zarenba, an 
employé of the hospital, would also have | 


done anything. He was a man who could 


drink as much alcohol as fifty men, and 
Bishop Kozlowski said he was a good man 
for dirty work. While I was in the hospital 
I asked that Zarenba be discharged, but 
the gg saying he was too val- 
ua 

“ Another waitent in the hospital, a woman, 
was taking poison in large doses and finally 
died. Her death was hastened by the poison. 
Kozlowski said, ‘Make the woman die quick,* 
so he would not have to pay back some money 
he had borrowed from her.” 

His Own Age in Doubt. 

On cross-examination the witness admit- 
ted that he did not know how old he was, say- 
ing, “It might be 465 or 46 or 47 years.” His 
memory also was faulty on the time of-his 
arrival in America. He admitted having re- 
sided in New York, California, Sait Lake 
City, Galesburg, Dixon, Bay City, Ottumwa, 
Denver, St. Joseph, Mo., Duluth, Winona, and 
Chicago. He also admitted having been in- 
dicted and acquitted_on a serious charge in 
Chicago, His examination will be continued 
next Friday, when the hearing of the case 
is resumed.

THE NEEDS OF LABOR. _. 

Many of the men who made speeches on 
Labor day in this city and elsewhere dilated 
on the supreme importance of the more 
perfect organization of labor. They pointed 
to the more perfect organization of capital 
and production which is going on in this 
and other countries, and urged their hearers 
to protect their interests by following the 
same policy. This is gi advice. The 
more perfect the o tation, whether it 
be of capital or of labor, the greater the 
prospects of success. | 

Of recent years combination on the part 
of the workers has not kept pace with that 
on the part of the employers. The latter 
have adopted new methods. The former 
have not imitated them. They have not 
endeavored to adapt their orgamizations to 
the new conditions of industry. There arc 
two things which the labor organizations 
of the present day are in great need of. 
One is the modernizing of many of their 
rules and regulations. The other is leaders 
whose knowledge is not limited to the details 
of work ih mill or factory, but who have

President. He can look at questions from 
the side of the worker, for he has been 
a worker... He knows the sithation from . 
the side of the employer. He is not ig-| 
porant of financial questions. He would 
not have made the blunder Président Shatf- 
fer made of assuming that he:could win a 
strike against the United States Steel cor- 
poration in Wall street. The man at the

For the second time in its two years’ 
history the Morgan Park Improvement as- 
gociation on Monday celebrated Morgan 
Park as an anniversary, There were 
games, music, and speeches.

/virons. Professor Zuebliin contrasted the 
“11,000 acres of park space” set apart in 
and arpund Boston within a radius of eleven 


acres” of parks in Chicago, a city having 
double the population of the former area. 
The contrast ought to be frequently im- 
pressed upon the attention both of this 
‘city and of its suburbs, Nor is Chicago's 
lack due to a want of available places of 
natural beauty. There|is first the shore 
of the lake. Then there is the Chicago River, 
concerning whose branches Professor Zueb- 
lin renewed his oft repeated assertion that 
they should, with their banks, be reclaimed 
for recreation and beauty. A considerable 
feature of the recent park policy carried 
out for Boston has consisted in the reclama- 
tion of the banks of its three rivers and of 
portions of its foreshore. Then a few miles 
beyond the city to the north are magnificent 
bluffs along the lake, and further back 
the wincling ravines and splendid woods of 
that region. Along our entire west line 


and to the southwest lies the most pic- 
taresque country anywhere about tlie city. 
There are ample spaces of natural beauty 
for a #a)perb metropolitan park system, and 
the concious need for such a system is 
rapidly yrowing.

@LOOM AT THE HUB. 
‘The Hub of the Universe is in gloom, 
Two calamities have overtaken it at the 
same time, touching it in its most sensitive 
spots. There is an increase of three cents 
per quart, an advance of 25 per cent, for 
baked beans, the staple food of Bostonians, 
and the cooking. of which is an immemorial 
ceremony of Saturday night or Sunday morn- 
ing. Baked beane are the frequent and. 
favorite dish not alone because great and 
wise and learned men have been reared 
upon them or because they contain 10 per 
cent more of nutritious matter than wheat, 
but because they have been cheap. The 
poorest family could raise pennies enough: 
to get its pot of beans, but this large | 
advance in price involves an increase of 
burdens upon a class of consumers least able 
“There is a suspicion: abroad in Boston 
than this rise in price has not been oc 
casioned by a shortage in the crop, for 
the crop has not failed before in any year 
since the landing of the Pilgrims, but by 
bold and wicked persons who have con- 
epired to corner this homely but useful 
vegetable. Should such prove to be the 
case, it is not onlikely there will be a 
popular uprising, for there are spirits today’ 
in Boston as bold as those who threw the 
tea overboard, and tampering with the bean 
comes nearer to. the Bostonian hearth and 
home than the tea episode of colonial days. 
Ooincident with this attempt to boost 
the price of beans the Boston Transcript 
intimates that the’ Boston pie has become 
decadent, and that the pie belt, of which 
the Hub has long been the center, has been 
removed and Boston is stranded outside it. 
It says that a first-rate pie can no longer 
be purchased in that city; that last Thanks- 
giving mince pies unfit for consumption 
brought a dollar each; that the pastry is 
neither delicate nor flaky, and the filling is 
abominable; that squash pies are scanted 
of eggs and thickened with corn starch. 
‘This is a serious matter for ithe Hub, 
for when baked beans grow scarce and pies 
grow bad it will lose two of its most con- 
spicuous characteristics. And yet this was 
to have been expected. Baked beans and 
ple are peculiarly Yankee concoctions and 
they reached nearest to perfection when 
Boston was most Yankee in population, In 
the lapse of years it has almost entirely 
ceased to be a Yankee city and is rapidly 
being Hibernicized. The Irish, however, 
care Nittle for pie and less for baked beans.

BRITISH RAILWAYS IN TROUBLE. 
Stockholders in British railways are hay- 
ing troublous times at present. With re- 
duced dividends, falling earnings, and the 
necessity of making large expenditures upon 
the properties to raise them to a higher 
standard, the prospects for their owners 
are by no means attractive. The situa- 
tion is one that calls for speedy action, and 
‘shareholders are taking up the subject in 
an endeavor to remedy it. One who ap- 
peals to stockholders in a letter in the Lon- 
den Statist to unite and protect their in- 
terests from legislation and other woes that 
threaten. says: “ All this is taking plage 
at a time of the fiercest competition with 
America for trade, and when, unless we 
can devote all our energies to economical 
‘and efficient administration, we shall un- 
-doubtedly be beaten back in the battle for 
the world’s trade.” | 
Radical differences exist between the Eng- 
lish and American methods of operating 
and financing railroads, and little question 
can be raised as to the superiority of the 
system employed of late years in this coun- 
try. In the case of the British companies, 
which are in need of immense sums to build 
up the properties, the only way they can 
obtain the money is by adding to their 
capital account. In American railroads at 
the time of organization or reorganization 
it is common to provide a bond which can 
be sold from time to time, extending over 
a long period, for improvements, but the 
English plan is to charge these expenses 
to capital account.

No Oriental ruler has done mofe in the way 
of sanitary reform than the Sultan of Turkey, 
and it has frequently been a matter of sur- 
prise that a Potentate who showed himself 
so hostile to every other form of progress 
and civilization should display such a readi- 
ness to conform to the principles of Western 
sanitation, even when in flagrant contra- 
diction with Oriental customs and with 
Mohammedam prejudices. The cause of this 
is to be found in the superstition of the 
Padishah and in his firm belief in the pre- 
dictions of a gypsy, who, shortly before he 
came to the throne, prophesied to him a 
number of things which have since come 
true, and who wound up by declaring that 
death would come to him through a terrible 
foreign malady, that is to say a disease 
imported from abroad. 

Ever since Abdul Hamid has been in mortal 
dread of the cholera, and of every other form 
of epidemic, while the bubonic plague has 
frightened him far more than any attempt 
that has ever been made on his life. 

It is thanks to this fear, produced by the 
predictions of the gypsy who told his for- 
tune in the park of his country seat at 
Kiathane, nearly thirty years ago, that 
Constantinople has been endowed with & 
wonderfully complete sanitary service, and 
that some of the most elaborate bacteriolo- 

cal institutes of the old world are to be 

ound on the shores of the Bosporus. 


While on the subject of the Sultan, it may 
be of interest to give a few words about his 
brothers. One hears occassionally of his 
eldest bréther, ex-Sultan Murad, who has 
been in prison under the pretext of lunacy 
‘for more than a quarter of a century past. 
But little is known of the other brothers, who 
nevertheless are far nearer in the line of 
succession to the throne than any of his sons. 

These younger brothers are four in number, 
Rechad, next heir to the crown, Kemaleddin, 
Vahieddin, and Suleiman. There was a fifth 
brother, Noureddin, who died a few years 
ago of consumption, 

Rechad is 56 years of age and makes his 
home in the palace of Dolma Bagtche; where; 
surrounded by. spies of the. Sultan, he lives 
virtually the life of a state prisoner, avoided 
by everyone, since few indeed venture to 
incur the jealousy and suspicion of Abdul 
Ham by manifesting any sympathy or 


{interest for his brother and heir. 


The Sultan does not conceal his aversion 
for his brother Rechad, and insists that the 
latter is ed of the “ evil eye,” since 
each time that they have seen one another, 
he, Abdul Hamid, has invariably been over- 


‘by some mis- 
fortune or other. 

Cut off as is Rechad from all intercourse 
with the outer world, and compelled to‘ob- 
serve the utmost discretion and even 
reticence in his expressions of opinions, it 
is difficult of course to form any definite 
udgment about the man. But it.is said that 
e is an honorable and upright Prince, keenly 
alive to the intolerable conditions of the 
present régime in Turkey, which satisfies 
neither the orthodox Turks, nor yet the 
“ Young Turks,’ and that with the fatalism 
of his race, he is patiently awaiting the hour 
when Allah will deliver both himself and 
his unhappy country from the t of 
its present ruler—namely: his older brother.
